On the 29th December, 1974 at about 1.400 Hrs., Shri 
Chandra Sekhar Mukherji went to Nigha Bazar in District 
Hurd wan to apprehend a notorious dacoit, who was found 
moving in front of a hotel. As Shri Mukherji approached, 
the dacoit turned around and fired a shot at Shri Mukherji 
but luckily the shot missed the target. Shri Mukherji also 
fired a round from his revolver causing injury to right forearm 
of the miscreant The dacoit then ran to a quarter at Nigha 
Colliery Dhawra and bolted its door from inside. The police 
party chased him and surrounded the quarter. When despite 
rc rented warnings the dacoit did not come out, Shri Mukherji 
in disregard of his personal safely, broke open the door and 
arrested the miscreant who was carrying a loaded tevolver. 

Shri Chandra Sekhar Mukherji thus exhibited great courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

On the 7th February. 1973, a gang of armed hostile* looted 
a Government jeep carrying about Its. 97,000/- and decamped 
with the booty into thick jungles. When the matter was 
reported to Sub-Inspector Kholi Mao. he registered a case 
and rushed to the spot with the SDPO Shri Thangjam Karuna- 
maya Singh. On the basis of information they conducted a 
raid into suspected hideouts of the dacoits and recovered 
Rs. 10,000/-. Thereafter they were able to recover another 
Rs. 9,000/-. On 1 9th February, they received information 
about the movement of a dacoit gang in a jungle. As there 
was no time to get reinforcement, both these officers proceeded 
towards the spot. After walking in the jungle for 3 hours 
they spotted a group of hostilcs resting near a hut. These 
officers then crawled on their bellies and took the gang by 
surprise by a sudden charge. Though the dacoits were able 
to escape they could not succeed in carrying the booty with 
them, Rs. 7O.000/- and some ammunition were recovered 
from the place where the dacoits were staying. 

Shri Thangjam Karunamaya Singh and Shri Adabo Kholi 
Mao thus displayed conspicuous gallantry, determination and 
devotion to duty of a very high order.

Statement of Services for which the Decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 21st July, 1975, information was received about 
the location of the tactical headquarters of the hostile®. A 
plan was prepared to raid the place and a Central Reserve 
Police Force party was sent for this purpose. The point 
section of the Police column led by Sub-Inspector Govardhan 
Singh came under automatic fire, causing injuries to Ambika 
Nath, Head Constable. This, however, did not deter the 
Police party and they returned the fire. The section although 
separated from the main body, made a determined charge on 
the tactical headquarters and recovered 7 automatic weapons, 
one .303 rifle, 1779 rounds of ammunition and important 
documents.

No. 1-16/70-CEM. — Control over price and distribution of 
cement in the country was reimposed with effect from the 1st 
January 1968 in terms of the Cement Control Order, 1967 
issued under Section 18G and 25 of the Industries (Develop- 
ment & Regulation) Act, 1951. For carrying out the distri- 
bution functions under the Cement Control Order, the Cement 
Corporation of India waa initially designated as tho Cement 
Controller. As, however, it was held that the Corporation 
could not be appointed as the Cement Controller because it 
waa neither an Officer nor an authority as contemplated in 
Section 25 of the Industries (Development and Regulation) 
Act, 1951, it was decided to appoint the Joint Secretary in the 
Ministry of Industrial Development dealing with cement 
industry as the Cement Controller in addition to his normal 
duties with effect from the 25th September, 1968. For the 
sake of convenience and in order to avoid dislocation of 
work, it was also decided that the Cement Corporation might 
continue to maintain the Cement Regulation Account set up 
under the Cement Control Order subject to the condition that 
the officers and other employees entrusted with the accounting 
work and enforcement of the Cement Control Order would be 
under the overall control of the Cement Controller and that 


the Corporation could claim reimbursement of the expenditure 
incurred on this arrangement. Thus, under this frame, while 
the officers and staff employed in the Cement Control Division 
remain functionally under the Cement Controller, they con- 
tinue to be under the administrative control of the Cement 
Corporation of India. 

2, In the context of the Cement Corpo ra r ion itself com- 
mencing commercial production of cement, the question of 
separation of the Cement Control Organisation from the 
administrative control of the Cement Corporation and the 
status to be given to this organisation have been under con- 
sideration of the Government of India for so.Tit time. It. hits 
now been decided that the Cement* Control Organisation should 
be eonstitiit-d into n separate entity as a non-participating 
Attached office of the Government of India with effect from 
a date to be notified in the Gazette of India separately. 

3, The revised designations of posts, scales of pay admis- 
sible in the revised set-up, treatment to be accorded 1o the 
existing incumbents of the different posts have been detailed 
in the Annexurc, 

4, The existing employees who are absorbed in the revised 
set-up in accordance with the procedures set out in the Anne- 
xure will initially constitute the service in the Cement Control 
Organisation and will be subject to the same rules and regula- 
tions as applicable to other Central Government employees of 
similar categories. Rules for future recruitments will be 
framed in consultation with the UPSC and these will be gene- 
rally on the same lines on which recruitment is made in other 
Government Organisations.

The existing staff of the Cement Control Division, can be 
broadly grouped into the following categories 

(i) employees of the Cement Corporation of India 
posted to the Control Division; 

(ii.) employees on deputation from other Government 
departments/ Offices; 

(iii) other employees employed in the Control Division 
on a short term contract basis. 

The following treatment will be accorded to the various 
categories of the employees : — 

(a) Persons falling in the categories (i) and (ii) above 
will be taken on deputation and will be asked to 
cxerciso their option in favour of Government's 
scales of pay and other allowances. Since their 
absorption in the new office will be contingent on 
screening by the Union Public Service Commission 
or other appropriate authority, as the case may be, 
such option may be exercised by the employees 
within a period of two months after the result of 
screening is known. Those who do not opt for 
Government scales will be reverted to their parent 
organisation, after the expiry of the 2 months period 
referred to above. During this period, they mav be 
allowed pay and allowances now admissible to them. 
Officers of category’ (i) will not be entitled to any 
deputation allowance as they are being transferred 
along with the work they are performing and there 
is no change in the nature of their duties. If any 
of the deputations officer or other staff, particular- 
ly, Accountants, do not opt for absorption in the 
new organisation, it may become necessary to con- 
tinue some of them on deputation, because it may be 
difficult to replace them with persons of suitable 
qualifications and experience. Such employees may, 
therefore, continue on deputation terms till it is pos- 
sible to replace them with employees from within the

(e) After absorption the employees will be entitled to get 
all the benefits for the previous service rendered by 
them as admissible to other Government employees 
and for this purpose their entire service in the 
Cement Organisation will count from the date of 
appointment.
